42 land of Egypt: it és a night of Jehovah 
to be obferved for bringing them out of 
the land of Egypt ; this zs that night of 
Jehovah to be obferved by all the chil- 
dren of Ifral through their generations. 

And Jehovah faid to Mofes and Aerun, 
thefe are the ordinances of the halt-/acri- 
44 fice; no ftranger fhall eat of it, but every

And all. the 
wife men who wrought all the work of 
the fan@uary came each man from his 
work which they were doing ; and 
5 fpake to Mofes faying, the people are 
bringing more than enough for the fer- 
vice ofthe work which Jehovah hath 
6 commanded to be done. And Mofes 
commanded, and they made proclama- 
tion through the camp, faying, let nei- 
ther man nor woman do any more work 
for the offering of the fan€tuary: and 
the people were reftrained from bringing.

If 
chewing the cud be an obvious figure of confideration or 
reflection and repentance, the open foot and fhar 
pointed claws of the hoof of the fheep to pick and chufe 
the road, and tread down rather than make dirt, as 
plainly bepeaks open proceeding and pure and clean 
ways. To our honeft endeavours let us add ferious 
reflections, and it is all that God requires of us; Chrift 
hath done the reft. ;

And Jofhua the fon of Nun, 
the attendarit on Mofes, one of his 
chofen ones, anfwered and faid, my 
Lord ¢*Mofes forbid them.

way; Iwill go in the road, I will not 
turn afide to the right sand or to the 
left; thou halt fell me food for money 
and I will eat, and thou halt give me 
water for money and I will drink, only 
let me pafs on foot; as the children of 
*Efau have done to me who dwell in 
Soir, and the Moabites who dwell in 
Or, till I pafs over Jordan into the land 
which Jehovah our Aleim hath given 
us; but Sihon king of Hefbun would 
not let us pafs by him, for Jehovah thy 
‘Aletm hardened his fpirit, and made 
his heart refolute,. that he might deliver 
him into thy hand as at this day; and 
Jehovah faid to me, fee, I have begun 
to. give Sihon and. his land before thee, 
begin “poffeffing with the poffeffion of 
his land : and Sihon came out againft us, 
and all his: people to war, to Jejeh ; and 
Jehovah our Aleim gave him up before 
us, and we fmote him, and his fon, 
and all his people; and we took all his 
cities at that time, and utterly deftroyed 
every city, w22ti men, and women, and 
children, we left, him none. remaining ;

took all the region of Argab to the coafts 
of the Gefurites and the Mocatites, and 
called them after his own name, Bafan- 
hut-jair, unto this day ; and to Machir 
I gave *Gelod; and to the Reubenites 
and to the Gadites I gave from Gelod 
even to the valley of Arnun, fo the 
mid{t of the valley and >Gebal, and to 
the * mouth of the valley, at the border 
of the children of Amun; and the de- 
fert, and Jordan, and ‘4 Gebal from 
Cineret, and to the fea of the defert, 
the falt fea, under the {prings of Pifgeh 
to the Eaft. 

And I commanded you at that time, 
faying, Jehovah your Aleim hath given

hath commanded thee; that they may 
not teach you to do according to all their 
abominations which they have done to 
their Aleitn, that you fhould fin againft 
Jehovah your Aleim. . 

When thou fhalt befiege a city many 
days, in fighting againft it to take it,

out the men that came to thee, who 
came into thy houfe; for they are come 
to fearch out all the country.

AND the children of Ifral eommitted 
a trefpafs in what was devoted ; for 
Ochan the fon of Carmi, the fon of 
Zabdi, the fon of Zerah, of the tribe 
of Jeudeh, took of what was devoted ; 
and the anger of Jehovah was kindled 
againft the children of Ifral. And Je- 
hofua fent men from Jerichu to Eoi, 
which zs by Bith-aven to the eaft of 
Bithal; and he faid to them, go up, 
and fpy out the land; and the men 
went up and fpied out the land.

which he ftretched out the javelin, till 
he had deftroyed all the inhabitants of 
Eoi. Only the beaft, and the fpoil of 
the city, that they took for a prey to 
themfelves, according to the word of 
Jehovah which he commanded Jeho- 
fua. And Jehofua burnt Eoi, and made 
it a perpetual heap of defolation to this 
day. And the king of Eoi he hanged 
ona tree till the evening; and at the 
going-in of the fun Jehofua commanded, 
and they took down his carcafe from 
the tree, and threw it at. the door of the 
gate of the city, and raifed over it a 
great heap of {tones to this day. 

Then Jehofua built an altar to Jeho- 
vah the Aleim of Ifral in mount Oibal, 
as Mofes the fervant of Jehovah com. 
manded the children of Ifral, as it is 
written in the book of the law of Mofes, 
an altar of whole ftones, over which no 
iron was lifted up ; and they offered upon 
it burnt-offerings to Jehovah, and fa- 
crificed peace-offerings. And he wrote 
there upon the °ftones a copy of the 
law of Mofes, which he wrote for the 
children of Ifral. And all Ifral, and 
their elders, and officers, and their 
judges, f{tood on this fide and on that fide 
of the ark, before the priefts, the Le- 
vites, who bare the ark of the purifica- 
tion of Jehovah, the ftranger as well as 
the native ; half of them againft mount 
Gerizim, and half of them againft 
mount Oibal, as Mofes the fervant of

Jehovah had commanded before that they 
fhould blefs the people of Ifral_ And after 
this he read all the words of thejlaw, the 
bleffing and the curfing, according to all 
that was written in the ? book of the law. 
There was not a word of all that Mofes 
commanded, which Jehofua did not read 
before all the congregation of Ifral, and 
the women, and the children, and the 
ftranger that went among them, 

AND when all the kings who were 
on this fide Jordan, in the mountain, 
and in the plain, and in all the coafts 
of the Great fea over againft Lebanun, 
the Hettites, and the Amorites, the 
Canonites, the Perizites, the Hivites, 
and the Jebufites heard, they gathered 
themfelves together to fight with Jeho- 
faa, and with the people of Ifral, with 
one accord. ‘ 

And the inhabitants of Giboun heard 
what Jehofua had done to Jerichu and to 
Oi 
alfo, and went and made as if they were: 
ambafladors, and took old facks upon 


their affes, and ‘bottles of wine, old,.. 


and cracked, and bound up; and. thoes 
old and patched upon their feet, and 
old cloaths upon them; and all the 
bread of their provifion was dry and 
*mouldy. And they went to Jehofua to 
the camp at Gilgal, and faid to him 
and to the men of Ifral, we are come 
from a far country, and now cut a puri~ 
fication for us. Andthe men of Ifral 
faid to the " Hivites, perhaps ye dwell 
among us, and how can we cut a puri- 
fication for you? And they faid to Je- 
hofua, we are thy fervants; and Jeho-

2 them; they were greatly afraid, becaufe 
Giboun was agreat city, as one of the 
royal cities, and becaufe it was greater 
than Eoi, and all the men of it ware 
3 mighty. And Adonizedek king of Je- 
rufalem fent to Evem king of Hebrun, 
and to Pram king of Iremut, and to 
Ipio king of Lachith, and to Debir king

ferved Solomon all the days of his life. 

And Solomen’s provifion for one day 22 
were thirty ' cor of fine flower, and 
fixty cor of meal; ten fat oxen, and 
twenty oxen from the pafture, and an 
hundred fheep ; befide harts and roe- 
bucks and antelopes, and what were 
corn-fed in ftalls. For he had dominion 
over all on this fide the river, from 
Tapfah even to Gazah, over all the 
kings on this fide the river ; and he had 
peace on all fides round about him, 
And Jeudeh and Ifral dwelt in ™ fecurity, 
every man under his vine, and under 
his fig-tree, from Dan even to Bar-fhebo, 
all the days of Solomon. 

And Solomon had ° forty thoufand 
ftalls for the horfes of his chariots and 
of his twelve thoufand horfemen. And 
thofe officers provided for king Solomon, 
and for all that came to king Solomon’s 
table, every man his month; they 
wanted nothing : and Barley, and 
ftraw for the horfes, and for the work- 
ing cattle, they brought to the place 
where they were, every one according to 
his charge. 

And the Aleim gave Solomon wif- 
dom, and underftanding, exceeding 
much, and largenefs of heart, as the 
fand which zs on the fea fhore. And 30 
the wifdom of Solomon exceeded the 
wifdom of all the children of the ° eaft, 
and all the wifdom of ?

the double-faced Fanus on the doors of the heathen 
temples.

fandtiified the middle of the court that 
was before the houfe of Jehovah ; for he 
offered there the burnt-offering and the 
bread-offering, and the fat of the peace- 
offerings : for the brafen altar, which 
was before Jehovah, wes too little to 
hold the burnt-offering, and the bread- 
offering, and the fat of the peace-offer- 
ings. And at that time Solomon kept 
the feaft, and all Ifral with him, a 
great affembly, from the going in to 
Hamath unto the valley of Egypt, be- 
fore Jehovah our Aleim, feven days 
and feven days, even *fourteen days.

to Hiram twenty cities in the land of 
“Galilee. And Hiram came out of 
Tyre to fee the cities which Solomon 


-had given him, and they did not pleafe 


him. And he faid, what cities are 
thefe which thou haft given me, my 
brother? And he called them the land 
of »Cabul to this day. And, Hiram 
fent to the king ©an hundred and twenty 
talents of gold. 

And this was the reafcn of the levy 
which king Solomon raifed to build 
the houfe of Jehovah and his own 
houfe, and Melua, and.the walls of Je- 
tufalem, and Hajer, and Megidu, and 
Gezer.

were left after them in the land, whom 
the children of Hfral &could not utterly 
deftroy, upon them did Solomon " raife 
a levy of fervants to this "day. But 
of the children of Ifral did Solomon 
make no fervants; for they were men 
of war, and his own fervants,’ and his 
captains, and his‘ guards, and: captains 
of his chariot-men and of his horfe- 
men. ‘Fhefe are the chiefs over thofe 
that were fet over Solomon’s work, * five 
hundred and fifty who cominanded the 
people that wrought in the work. 

And Pharoeh’s daughter came up 
from the city of David to her houfe 
which fe had built for her; then he 
built Melua. 

And Solomon offered up ™ three 
times in a year burnt-offerings and 


peace-offerings upon the altar which he. 


built to Jehovah, and burnt incenfe 
upon that which zs before Jehovah; and 
he finifhed the houfe. 

And king Solomon built a fhip at 
Ojiun-geber, which zs by Ailut, on the 
fhore of the Red fea, in the land of 
Edom. And Hiram fent: his fervants 
in the fhip, fhip-men that had know- 
ledge of the fea, with the fervants of 
Solomon. And they went to * Auphir, 
and fetched from thence four hundred 


overfeers ; mentioned 2 Chron. it.

_ AND the queen of Sheba heard of 
the fame of Solomon, for the ?name of 
Jehovah, and fhe came to try him with. 
driddles. "And fhe came to Jerufalem 


with avery great train of camels that 


bare {pices and *gold, a great quantity, 
and precious ftones; and fhe came to Solo- 
mon, and fpake to him all that was in her 
heart. AndSolomon told her all herquef- 
tions; there was not aay thing hidden from 


theking, which he told hernot, Andwhen 


the queen of Sheba faw all the wifdom of 
Solomon, and the houfe which he had 
built, and the provifions for his table, 
and the fitting of his 'fervants, and the 
attendance of his waiting-men, and 
their cloathing, and his *{tewards, and 
his burnt-offerings which he offered at 
the houfe of Jehovah, there was “ no 
more breath in her. And fhe faid to 
the king, the thing was truth which I 
heard in my own country of thy affairs 
and of thy wifdom; but I believed not 
the things till I came, and my eyes faw 


‘them: and behold, the half was not told 


me: thy * wifdom and profperity exceed 
the fame which I heard. Happy are thy 
men; happy are thefe thy fervants, who 
ftand befure thee continually, hearing 
thy wifdom. Blefled be Jehovah thy 
Aleim who delighted in thee, to fet

Jehovah loveth Ifral, therefore he made 
thee king, to do judgement and juftice. 
And fhe gave the king an hundred and 
twenty talents of gold, and {pices in 
great abundance, and precious ftones : 
there came no more fuch {pice in any 
quantity, as that which the queen of 
Sheba gave to king Solomon. And 
Firam’s thip alfo which brought gold 
from Auphir, brought from Auphir a 
great plenty of Yalmeg-trees and precious 
{ftones. And the king made of the al- 
ineg-trees ftair-cafes for *the houfe of 
Jehovah, and for the king's houfe, and 
harps, and pfalteries foc the fingers; 
there came no more fuch almeg-wood, 
nor hath been feen to this day. And 
king Solomon gave the queen of Sheba 
all that fhe was pleafed to afk, befide 
what he gave her *according to the 
hand of king Solomon. And fhe turned 
and went to herown country, fhe and 
her fervants. 

And the weight of the gold that came 
to Solomon in one year was > fix hun- 
dred and fixty fix talents of gold, befide 
what cane by the merchant men, and 
the traffic of travellers, and from all 
the kings of Arabia, and the governors 
of the country. 

And king Solomon made two hun- 
dred fhields wth golden pointed *boftes, 
ix hundred /hekels of gold he put upon 
one fhield; and three hundred hhields

with golden pointed boffes, 
“ manehs of gold he put upon one fhield ; 
and the king put them in the houfe of 
the grove of Lebanun. . 

And the king made a great throne of 
ivory, and overlaid it with ‘folid gold. 
Six fteps went up to the ‘canopy ; and the 
top of the canopy was round behind it ; 
and Sarms on either fide of the place of 
the feat; and two lions ftanding by the 
arms: and twelve * lions ftanding there 
upon the fix fteps on this fide and on 
that fide; there was none made ‘fo in 
any kingdom. 

And all king Solomon’s drinking 
veflels were gold; and all the utenfils at 
the houfe of the grove of Lebanun were 
* clofe gold, no filver; it was not any 
thing efteemed in the days of Solomon. 
For the king had a fhip of Tarthifh in 
the ‘fea, with Hiram’s fhip, once in

And 
his fervant Zimri, captain of half of the 
charioteers confpired. againft him, as 
he was at Tirjeh, quite drunk, at the 
houfe of Arja, who was over the houfe- 
hold at Tirjeh. And Zimri came in 
and fmote him, and killed him in the 
ftwenty-feventh year of Afa king of 
Jeudeh, and reigned in his ftead. , 
And-when he reigned, as foon as he 
fat on his throne, he fmote all the houfe 
of Botha, he left him not one that piffeth 
againft the wall, neither his kinsfolks 
nor his friends. And Zimri deftroyed 
all the houfe of Bofha, according to 
the word of Jehovah which he fpake 
againft Bofha by the hand of Jehua the 
prophet ; becaufe of all the fins of Botha, 
and the fins of Aleh his fon which they 
finned, and which they caufed I{ral to fin, to 
provoke Jehovah the Aleim of Ifral with 
their vanities. And the reft-of the acts 
of Aleh, and all that he did, are they 
not written in the book of the Chronicles 
of the kings of Ifral? : 
In the twenty-feventh year of Afa 
king of Jeudeh did Zimri reign feven

And Omri and all Mral with 
him went up from Gibetun, and be- 
fieged Tirjeh. And when Zimri faw 
that the city was taken, he went into 
the high turret of the king’s houfe, and 
burnt the king’s houfe with fire over 
him, and died, for. his fins which he 
finned in doing evil in the fight of Jeho- 
vah, in walking in the way of Jereboam, 
and in his fins which he did to make 
Ifral fin. And the reft of the acts of 
Zimri, and his conf{piracy which he 
confpired, are they not written in the 
book of the Chronicles of the kings of 
Ifral ? 

Then were the people of Hral divided 
into two parties; half the people went 
after Tibni the fon of Ginat to make 
him king, and half after Omri. And 
the people that were for Omri prevailed 
againft the people that were for Tibni 
the fon of Ginat: fo Tibni diced, and 
Omri reigned, 

Inthe‘ thirty-firft year of Ala king of Jeu- 


dehreigned Omri over Ifral ‘twelve years; 


fix years he reigned in Tirjeh, and he

For he walked in all the 

way of Jereboam the fon of Nebat, 

and in his fins which he made Ifral to 

fin, to provoke Jehovah the Aleim of 
27 Ifral with their vanities. And the reft 

of the aéts of Omri which he did, and 

his might which he fhewed, are they 

not written in the book of the Chro- 
28 nicles of the kings of Ifral? And Omri 
"flept with his fathers, and was buried 
in Samaria; and Ahab his fon reigned 
in his ftead. 

And Ahab the fon of Omri reigned 
over Ifralin the ™thirty-eighth year of 
Afa king of Jeudeh ; and Ahab the fon, 
of Omri reigned over Ifral in Samaria 
twenty-two years. And Ahab the fon 
of Omri did evil in the fight of Jehovah 
above all that were before °him. And 
it was a light thing with him to walk in 
the fins of Jereboam the fon of Nebat ;

54, condemns a zeal in his 
difciples, which proceeded from pride and revenge: 

His life had been jn danger, and the 
honour of God was concerned to vindicate itfelf ona 
faithlefs people, who knew Alijch to be a man of 
God: but this officer was of his mafter’s religion, 
and fuffered for it.
